In a conference between 
the court and counsel Thursday aft- 
ernoon, it was decided not to hold a 
night session Thursday and court re- 
cessed at 6:30 until 9 o'clock this 
morning. 

Judge Pomeroy allowed Harold 
Wofford, of 191 Ellis street, to tes- 
tify that when he accompanied 
Lee and Kosnofsky to a point near the 
Virginia Avenue school house prior to 
the Lichtenstein slaying Lee told him 
that they went there for robbery.

WAYCROSS, Ga., Nov. 19.—()— 
All members of the state of Georgia 
forest service swere concentrated here 
Thursday at a conference to lend their 


every effort to stamp out the forest 
fires raging in south Georgia. 

B. M. Luffburrow, head of the state 
forest service, was at the conference 
and will remain in this area until the 
fire hazard is over. 

The state board of forestry, through 
Bonnell Stone, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee, announced in Atlanta 
Wednesday that 100 fire pumps had 
been ordered shipped immediately into 
this district. This equipment is to be 
distributed later among. the several 
district foresters. Additional equip- 
ment, he said, would be shipped from 
the manufacturer on consignment, so 
that land owners may purchase it at 
cost. , 

Mr. Stone in his statement said that 
the decision to send all district forest- 
ers into this area had been reached 
at a meeting of the forestry board, 
which was held in Savannah at the 
same time as the National Association 
of State Foresters’ convention, which 
has just been concluded, and that the 
general rains of yesterday made it pos- 
sible to move them south today. 

“Our board is impressed and grati- 
fied with the results that have been 
obtained on the protective areas,” Mr. 
Stone said, “where forest land own- 
ers are co-operating with the state for- 
est service.

MACON JUDGE AIDS 
DEFENSE OF NEGRO 


MACON, Ga., Nov. 19.—When 
Judge Malcolm D. Jones, presiding in 
Bibb superior court, Wednesday halt- 
ed a murder trial after arguments of 
counsel had been almost completed, 
and placed two more witnesses on the 
stand, he probably saved Willie Sim- 
mons, negro. from a sentence of death 
in the electric chair. Instead, Sim- 
mons was found guilty of veluntary 


manslaughter, and sentenced to serve 
20 years in the penitentiary. 

It was an unusual procedure, but 
Judge Jones said it had come to him 
during the course of arguments that 
two negroes, not summoned by the de- 
fense, might be able to throw addi- 
tional light on the alleged murder of 
Ida Turner, negress, after a Pleasant 
Hill ball game last July. 

Simmons had told the jury that he 
killed the woman accidentally, the bul- 
let intended for a negro man having 
struck her. He said the man, Julius 
Turner, had threatened him and he 
‘shot in self-defense. He had no evi- 
‘dence to support it, though it was 
‘said scores of negroes should have 
seen the incident just after the game. 

Court attendants said the state had 
made out a perfect ease o? murder, 
and within a few minigtes it would 
‘have been submitted to the jury. 

Judge Jones sent Deputy Sheriff 
'Oscar lL. Harris to search for the new 
'witness. In a short while, he return- 
ed with Jim Clyde and Frank Tan- 
ner. They were placed on the wit- 
ness stand, and Judge Jones himself 
conducted the direct examination. 
Both upheld Simmons in the state-

other victim had struck the woman.
